Ordinande, and the mischievous conse 
quences are widespread, This is matter 
of notoriety, and one result has beon 
that one of the members of the Commis- 
sion is‘said to have deemed it to bo his 
duty to append 4 special note’ taking 
exception to the condemnation of the 
Ordinance which is alleged to have been 
given by the Commission asa body. In 


so doing it is understood that the.) 


dissenting member has been greatly 
influenced by the ead effects, which ae 
daily becoming moro apparent, of the 
Jaxity in the enforcement or the. entire 
suspension of the law under discussion. 
This ia to our mind a most significant 
commentary upon the action or inaction 
of the administration on question 
seriously affecting the health and life of

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MEDIQAL REPORTS, : 
In the Medical Reports for the half year 
ending September 1878, published by the 
Inspector General of Customs, Shanghai, the 
following partioulars are given as to the 
health of ‘the different ports :— 


The health.of the port-of Amoy for the six 
months was upusually good, ‘here was no 
death among the residents or foreign sailors, 
nor any oage of very serious illness among 
the former, Only two deaths occurred in 
hospital, but in neither onse was the disease 
contracted in Amoy. . ae : 
At Chefoo the general health of the com-’; 
munity was exceptionally good, and althougl. H 
an unusual 'amount.of rain fell it was not 
productive of any increase of intestinal dis- 
orders. July and August were warmer by 
some degrees thon last year. Thunder- 
storms were very frequent during the entire 
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the comfort and’ well-being of all, There 
were only five deaths during the half year. 
Chefoo enjoys an immunity: from remittent 
‘and intermittent fevers; thero has been no 
case of either among the residents for. the 
last twelve months. There were not many 
casos of:diarrhwa on shore; and those that 
did ocour were mild, and yielded easily to 
treatment,’ Tho number of cases of diarrhoea 
among visitors and shipping was very large. 
On ‘two or three occasions whole crows of 
ships were affected at the time of their ar~ 
rival in port, some of them already seriously 
_| debilitated, having suffered in some in- 
stances for a month or six weeks. All at- 
tributed their sickness to either: bad water 
or unwholeaome food. On one ocoasion the 
whole crew of a ship after leaving a southern 
port becamo so seriously affooted with 
vomiting” and purging that they had to re- 
turn and obtain a fresh supply of ‘water, 
alter which most of. them recavered. Ono 
man however continued ill, and ultimately 
became ‘éo.prostrate that it was feared death 
would take place before arrival at their 
‘destination. On another occasion the dootor 
found that the sickorew of a British ship 
had been fod on corned moat purchased at 
"auction at a cheap rate, and so horribly 
putrid that it was surprising how it could 
have beon eaten at all, On pointing out 
its condition to. the captain, the romain- 
ing ‘stock’ of it. was.thrown overboard. 
- Dr Ringer’s report on the health of Tam- 
sui and Keelung embraces the twelve months 
ending Sept. 30th, and isnot so favourable 
as those from other ports. Rain fell in 
Tamsui on 118 days, and the hot season was 
prolonged and trying. There. was an un- 
usually large number of gases of sickness 
among the foreign community this summer, 
malarious fevers ranking high in the list. 
Several cases of ‘intermittent. fever were 
treated, and a history of one of the cases is 
iven, The Dr. writes:—'I have noticed 
fately that several cases of malarious fever 
have been followed by @ large crop of boils 
which seomed to mo to be an effort of Nature 
to throw off some effete material with which 
the blood was charged, The above form of 
intermittent fevor is, I think, rare out here, 
but according to ‘Trousseau, it is extremly 
common. in Algeria, in the neighbourhood of 
Rome, and in some, parts of France.” Two 
‘births and two deaths are reported.) |.

The six months at Swatow were hotter than 
any corresponding period for ten years, but 
thera was no unusual’ amount of sickness, 
nor asingle case of heat apoplexy, though 
mn malaise was sufficiently common. The 
usual amount of diarrhoa and intermittont 
fever was observed, but the port escaped 
epidemics of all kinds, A lady and tyo 
children ‘died ; two boya wore bora. 
Dr. Jamieson, Shanghai, reports that:— 
“The summer was unusually unhealthy, 
Its -atress, however, fell not so much upon 
eaidents aa upon sailora and others merdy 
Visiting the port. The temperature wos 
never very high, nor were the nights ro- 
markably hot, yet old residents were unani- 
mous in condemning the ‘past season as one 
of the most trying among their experionce,” 
63 deaths are reported, of which 30 were of 
non-residents,’ chiefly sgilora, and 9 of ohil- 
dren under six weeks old. Of the 24 deaths 
among adult residents ono was a case of 
drowning, and one suicide, The only noto- 
worthy circumstanced in the medical history 
of the six months was a brief and slight 
visitation of cholera. : 
Elaborate notes by ‘Dr. Manson, on cues 
of Linea Imbricata ond Tinea Circinata are

AN EXCURSION TO MACAO, 
Hongkong, March 16th. 
‘Quite o largo excursion Jeft here Inst 
Saturday to witness the annual Holy. Show 
at Macao, The excursionists were to start 
at half-past six on Saturday evening, stay 
in Macao the noxt day, and leave there at 
half-past nino on Sunday night, As’ tho 
fare was very cheap, the show freo, and no 
formidable tent to bo sneaked ‘under, it was 
an opportunity’ not to be'slighted, and tho 
steamer was crowded with a jovial, riotous 
partys bent on miachicf, and determined to 
ave a good time, Wa found Macao just 
the same ag ever. Wo enlivened it a bit, 
when our ordwd of out-throats ‘crossed the 
gang-plauk ond skirmished up through its 
narrow streata; but ordinarily, it is prob- 
ably tho most dismal, poverty strickon,. 
dead old town, that the sun shines on. 
Tho goldon days of its prosperity, when all 
foreigners were engaged in it, and every 
man so.engaged had more money than he 
could shake o stiok at; when Camoens and 
Espantoze and the rest of the coolie pirates 
used to whoop it up all over the country ; 
those days have long gone by, and Macro 


(has no attractions now save fan-tan and 


réligion. The former appears to flourish 
ptotty much all the timé, but they oa't 
draw’ on their religion more than. once a 
year, without seriously crippling the re-, 
sources of the bank, Camoens, alas, is 
dead. He was buried there, because he 
said whon it came to a question of grave- 
ards ho was bound to give the preforence 
to Macao-and his tomb-stone stands to 
this day.
